Elimination of Unneces- 

sary Bureaus and Com- 
missions Urged by E. L.

CHICAGO, Feb. 24.—The mad orgy 
_ of government spending, the terrifying 
increases in taxes, the appalling sit- 
‘uations to which our federal, state 
‘and municipal governments have drift- 
ed, the chaos which is threatehing our 
whole governmental structure are 

readily apparent today. 


These are strong terms, but no 
one who is at all familiar with con- 
ditions in many of our cities where 
school teachers have not been paid 
for months, where the. municipalities 
face bankruptcy, and where the army 
of tax gatherers and spenders number 
as high as 20 per cent of the total 
working population can deny the se- 
riousness of this situation. 

Most of us in the past have been 
content with conversation db-ut what 
ought to be done. We have xeen this 
rapid increase in taxation. We have 
had our fears of the outcome of the 
flood of municipal, state and federal 
bonds. Yet, as a whole, we have done 
little, 

Figures will tell the story. The 
United States government had a def- 
icit of over $900,000,000 for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1931, and for 
the current fiscal year the deficit is 
estimated at more than $2,000,000, 
This is the result of years of unwise 
spending. 

Within the last eight years gov- 
ernmental activities have increased 
100 per cent, most of which is net 
only unwarranted by the needs of the 
people but is in fields entirely outside 
the proper functions of government. 
Paternalistic and regulatory activities 
have been expanded until the annual 
cost of thes: undertakings is estimated 
at $8°9).000,000. This is almost equal 
to the deficit incurred by the federal 
gOoverrment during the 1951 fiscal 
year. 

At a time when industries, corpora- 
tions and individuals have adjusted 
their financial programs to meet new 
and more strenuous conditions, gov- 
ernment bodies have continued expen- 
ditures unabated. In the peak year 
for business, 1928, federal, state and 
local governments in this country cost 
nearly $12,300,000,000. 

Last year that total was approxi- 
mately $14,000,000,000, an increase of 
more than $2,500,000.000 and more 
than one-fifth of the national income 
for 1931, 


It is necessarg to cite only a few 
figures to reveal an amazing growth 
in government expenses within the 
last few years. The board of tax ap- 
_ in 1928 was a $350,000 body. 
oday it is a $660,000 body. The 
civil service commission, $1,000,000; 
now $1,500,000. The employes’ com- 
pensation commission was $2,250,000; 
now $4,500,000. The federal board 
of vocational education was $5,500,- 
000; now a $10,000,000 body. 

The federal farm board did not 
exist in 192%. Its administrative ex- 
pense today is $1,500,000. That sum

POLICY ENUNCIATION 
APPROVED BY SOLUNS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—(/)— 
Following are comments made by sen- 
ate leaders on Stimson's enunciation 
of United States policy in the far 
east: 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
democratic leader, said “that the prin- 
ciple of equal opportunity for the com- 
merce and industry of all nations 
within the territory of China running 
through the open door policy and the 
nine-power treaty has been violated or 
disregarded, does not justify abandon- 
ment of the principle or the substitu- 
tion of new treaty arrangements giv* 
ing any measure of advantage or ben- 
efit by reason of violation or disre- 
gard.” 

Senator Reed, a high-ranking re- 
publican from Pennsylvania, said he 
regarded the Stimson statement as an 
end of note-writing to China and Ja- 
pan by the United States government. 

Senator Walsh, democrat, Montana, 
séemed pleased with the letter and 
declared the paragraph relating to the 
interdependence of all the agreements 
reached at the Washington conference 
was “eminently sound.” 

“The reiterated interrelation of the 
1922 treaties is particularly gratify- 
ing.” Senator Johnsan, said, . “The 
United States then yielded not only 
its naval superiority, but its sovereign 
right to fortify our’ dwn possessions 
and this was done upon the empha- 
sized faith of Japan and other na- 
tions agreeing most solemnly ‘to re- 
spect the sovereignty, the independence 
and the territorial and administrative 
integrity of China.’ 

“Of course, yielding our naval su- 
periority was predicated upon the 
promises of the treaty, and the good 
faith of the signers in carrying out 
their promises. 

“Treaties and high-sounding phrases 
are fine, and enable a certain class 
of statesmen to deliver beautiful 
speeches in tearful tones. We have 
now our object lesson of the efficacy 
of solemn agreements in resounding 
phrases. There are scarcely any con- 
ceivable circumstances in which we 
would go to war with any nation; but 
will our pacifists and petty politicians 
never permit the American people to 
learn the lesson of stern reality?”

These burdens have fallen heavily 
on industry. It has been estimated 
that all the earnings of all railroads 
in the United States for the first four 
months of 1932 will be required to 
pay the railroad taxes for 1931.. Dur- 
ing 1930 the automobile industry ac- 
counted for more than $1,000,000.000 
in gasoline taxes, registration fees, 
personal property and municipal taxes

During the same period automobile 
registrations increased 153 per cent. 
Gasoline taxes alone -in 1980 resulted 
in a total of more than $494,000,000 
as compared with $5,382,000 in 1921. 

The American automobile industry 
uses more steel, more malleable iron, 
more rubber, more lead and nickel, 
more plate glass and more gasoline 
than any other industry. It uses 
nearly 10 per cent of all cotton pro- 
duced in the United States each year 
and more than 18 per cent of all lum- 
ber. These are only a few of the 
major industries which will suffer in 
proportion if any serious handicap, 
such as an automobile sales tax, is to 
be placed on the manufacture of au- 
tomobiles. 

The foregoing has suggested that 
there is ample room for economy with- 
out interfering with the necessary 
functions of government. Dozens of 
commissions and bureaus could and 
should be eliminated completely. 
Others should cease all but the most 
necessary activities. The government 
should withdraw from participation 
in business.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—H)— 
Vigorously defending trading prac- 
tices of the New York Stock Ex- 
change Richard Whitney told a house 
committee today that “short selling 
is esSential to the market and the 


market is essential to the country.” 

“If there had been no short selling 
of securities I am confident that the 
stock exchange would have been forced 
to close many months ago,” Whitney 
said. 

The exchange president appeared 
before a judiciary subcommittee in 
opposition to legislation intended to 
abolish or regulate short selling. For 
four hours he faced the group, read- 
ing a prepared statement and then 
submitting to extensive examination. 

In addition to repeated assertions 
that “the market could not have been 
maintained if short selling had been 
forbidden,” Whitney c@ntended. the 
prohibition of this practice today still 
would prove “disastrous.” 

Whitney said: “It is an outstand- 
ing achievement that our market has 
stayed open and maintained the 
liquidity of securities.” 

Whitney testified the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation had been 
well received, “but did not bring about 
any enduring change in_ price levels 
because its immediate effect on busi- 
ness was problematical.”

DEFENSE BY WHITNEY 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—()— 
Following is the text of the letter 
sent by Secretary of State Stimson to 
Senator Borah enunciating the official 
attitude of the United States tov 
the conflict in the east: ; 

My Dear Senator Borah: 

You have asked my anaes whether, 
as has been sometimes » ntly sug- 
gested, present conditions in China 
have in any way indicated that the 
so-called nine-power treaty. has - 
come inapplicable or ineffective ‘or 
rightly in need of modification, and if 
so, what I considered should be the 
policy of this government. 

This treaty, as you of course know, 
forms the legal basis upon which now 
rests the “open door” policy towards 
China. That policy, enunciated by 
John Hay in 1899, brought to an end 
the struggle among various powers for 
so-called spheres of interest in China 
which was threatening the dismember- 
ment. of that empire. 

Two Principles. 

To accomplish this Mr. Hay invok- 
ed two principles (1) Equality of 
commercial opportunity among all na- 
tions in dealing with China, and (2) 
as necessary to that equality the pres- 
ervation of China’s territorial and 
administrative integrity. 

These principles were not new in 
the foreign policy of America. They 
had been the principles upon which 
it rested in its dealings with other na- 
tions for many years, 

In the case of China they were in- 
voked to save a situation which not 
only threatened the future develop- 
ment and sovereignty of .that -great 
Asiatic people, but also threatened to 
create dangerous and constantly in- 
creasing rivalries between the other 
nations of the world. 


War Takes Place. 


War had already taken place be- 
tween Japan and China. At the close 
of that war three other nations in- 
tervened to prevent Japan from ob- 
taining some of the results of that 
war claimed by her. . 


Other nations sought and had ob- 
tained spheres of interest. Partly as a 
result of these actions a serious up- 
rising had broken out in China which 
endangered the legations of all of the 
powers at Peking. While the attack 
on those legations was in progress, 
Mr. Hay made an announcement in 
respect to this policy as the principle 
upon which the powers should act in 
ar settlement of the rebellion. He 
said: 


“The policy of the government of 
the United States is to seek a solu- 
tion which may bring about perma- 
nent safety and peace to China, pre- 
serve Chinese territorial and admin- 
istrative entity, protect all rights 
guaranteed to friendly powers by 
treaty and international law, and 
safeguard for the world the principle 
of equal and impartial trade with all 
parts of the Chinese empire.” 

He was successful in obtaining the 
assent of the other powers to the 
policy thus announced. 


British Support. 


In taking these steps Mr. Hayacted 
with the cordial support of the Brit- 
ish government. In responding to Mr. 

ay’s announcement, above set forth, 
Lord Salisbury, the British prime 
minister, expressed himself ‘‘most em- 
phatically as concurring in the policy 
of the United States.” 


For 20 years thereafter the open 
door policy rested upon the informal 
commitments thus made by the vari- 
ous powers. But in the winter of 192 
to 1922, at a conference participated 
in by all of the _ principal owers 
which had interests in the Pacific, the 
policy was crystallized into the so- 
called nine-power treaty, which gave 
definition and precision to the prin- 
ciples upon which the policy rested. 

Agreement of Powers. 

In the first article of that treaty, 
the contracting powers, other than 
China, agreed: 

1. To respect the sovereignty, the 
independence and the territorial and 
administrative integrity of China. 

2. To provide the fulk3t and most’ 
unembarrassed opportunity to China 
to develop and maintain for herself 
an effective and stable government. 

3. To use their influence for the 
purpose of effectually establishing and 
maintaining the principle of equal op- 
portunity for the commerce and in- 
dustry of all nations throughout the 
territory of China. 

4. To refrain from taking advantage 
of conditions in China in order to 
seek special rights or privileges which 
would abridge the rights of subjects 
or citizens of friendly states, and 
from countenancing action inimical to 
the security of such states. 

This treaty thus represents a care- 
fully developed and matured interna- 
tional policy intended, on the one 
hand, to assure to all of the contract- 
ing parties their rights and interests 
in and with regard to Ching, and, on 
the other hand, to assure to the peo- 
ple of China the fullest opportunity 
to develop without molestation their 
sovereignty and independence accord- 
ing to the modern and_ enlightened 
standards believed to maintain among 
the peoples: of this earth. 

Republican Experiment. 

At the time this treaty was signed 
it was known that China was en- 
gaged in an attempt to develop the 
freo, institutions of a_ self-governing 


republic after her recent revolution 
from an autocratic form of govern- 


ment; that she would require many 
years of both economic and political 
effort to that end, and that-her prog- 
ress would necessarily be slow. 

The treaty was thus a covenant of 
self-denial among the signatory pow- 
ers in deliberate renunciation of any 
policy of aggression which might tend 
to interfere with that development. 

It was believed—and the whole his- 
tory of the development of the “open 
door” policy reveals that faith—that 
only by such a process, under the pro- 
tection of such an agreement, could 
the fullest interests not only of China 
but of all nations which have inter- 
course with her best be served. 

Hughes’ Statement. 


In its report to the president an- 
nouncing this treaty, the American 
delegation, headed by the then secre- 
pet of state, Mr. Charles E. Hughes, 
said : 

“It is believed that through this 
treaty the ‘open door’ in China has 
at Jast been made a fact.” 

During the course of the discussions 
which resulted in the treaty, the chair- 
man of the British delegation, Lord 
Balfour, had stated that: 

“The British empire delegation un- 
derstood there was no representative 
of any power around the table who 
thought that the vold practice of 
‘spheres of interest’ was either advo- 
cated by any government or would be 
tolerable to this conference. So far 
as the British government was con- 
cerned, they said, in the most for- 
mal manner, publicly announced that 
they regarded this practice as utterly 
inappropriate to the existing situa- 
tion.” 

At the same time the representa- 
tive of Japan, Baron Shidehara, an- 
nounced the position of his govern- 
ment as follows: ' 

“No One Denies Right.” 


“No one denies to China her sa- 
cred right to govern herself. No one 
stands in the way of China to work 
out her own great national destiny.” 

The treaty was originally executed 
by the: United States, Belgium, the 
British empire, China, France, Italy, 
Japan, the Netherlands ‘and Portugal. 
Subsequently it was also executed by 
Norway, Bolivia, Sweden, Denmark 
and Mexico. Germany has signed it 
but her parliament has not yet rat- 
ified it. 

It must be remembered also that 
this treaty was one of several treatiés 
and agreements entered into at the 
Washington conference by the various 
powers concerned, all of which were 
interrelated and interdependent. 

No one of these treaties can be dis- 
regarded without disturbing the gen- 
eral understanding and_ equilibrium 
which wére intended to be accom- 
plished and effected by the group of 
agreements arrived at in their en- 
tirety. ; 

The Washington conference was 
essentially a disarmament conference, 
aimed to promote. the possibility of 
peace in the world not only through 
the cessation of competition in naval 
armanent but also by the solution of 
various other disturbing problems 
which threatened the peace of the 
world, particularly in the far east. 
These problems were all interrelated. 


U. S. Part Willing. 


The, willingness of the American 
government to surrender its then com- 
manding lead in battleship construc- 
tion and to leave its positions at 
Guam and in the Philippines without 
further fortification, was predicated 
upon, among other things, the self- 
denying covenants contained in the 
power treaty, which assured the na- 
tions of the world not only of equal 
opportunity for their eastern trade 
but also against the military aggran- 
dizement of any other power at the 
expense of China. 


One cannot discuss the possibility 
of modifying or advocating these pro- 
visions of the nine-power tréaty with- 
out considering at the same time the 
other promises upon which they were 
really dependent. 


Six years later the policy of self- 
denial against aggression by a strong- 
er against a weaker power, upot 
which the nine-power treaty had been 
based, received a powerful reinforce- 
ment by the execution by substan- 
tially all the nations of the world of 
the pact of Paris, the so-called Kel- 
logg-Briand pact. 

These two treaties represent inde- 
pendent but harmonious steps taken 
for the purpose of aligning the con- 
science and public opinion of the 
world in favor of a system of orderly 
development by the law of nations 
including the settlement of all con- 
troversies by methods of justice and 
peace instead of by arbitrary force. 

Protection Essential. 


The program for the protection of 
China from outside aggression is an 
essential part of any such develop- 
ment. The signatories and adherents 
of the nine-power treaty rightly felt 
that the orderly and peaceful develop- 
ment of the 400,000,000 of people in- 
habiting China was necessary to the 
peaceful welfare of the entire world 
and that no program for the welfare 
of the world as a whole could afford 
to neglect the welfare and protection 
of China. 

The recent events which have taken 
place in China, especially the hostili- 
ties which having been begun in Man- 
echuria have latterly been extended to

visability of any modification of the 
treaties we have n discussing, have 
tended to bring home the vital impor- 
tance of the faithful observance of 
the covenants therein to all of the 
nations interested in the far’ east. 

It is not- necessary. in that connec- 
tion to inquire: into the causes of the 
controversy or attempt to apportion 
the blame between the two nations 
which are unhappily involved; for re- 
gardless of cause or responsibility, it 
is clear beyond peradventure that a 
situation has developed’ which cannot, 
under any circumstances, be recon- 
ciled with the obligations of the cov- 


enants of these two treaties, and that 


if the treaties had been faithfully ob- 
served such a situation could not 
have: arisen. 

No Change Necessary. 

The signatories of the nine-power 
treaty and of the Kellogg-Briand pact 
who are not parties to that conflict 
are not likely to see any reason for 
modifying the terms of those treaties. 
To them the real value of the faithful 
performance of the treaties has been 
brought sharply home by the perils 
and losses to which .thcir nationals 
have been subjected in Shanghai. 

That is the view of this govern- 
ment. We see no reason for abandon- 
ing the enlightened principles which 
are embodied in these treaties. We 
believe that this situation would have 
been avoided had these covenants been 
faithfully observed, and no evidence 
has come to us to indicate that'a due 
compliance with them would have in- 
terfered with the adequate protection 
of the legitimate rights in China of 
the signatories of those treaties and 
their nationals. . 

On January 7, last, upon the in- 
struction of the president, this gov- 
ernment formally notified Japan and 
China that it would not recognize any 
situation, treaty or agreement enter- 
ed into by those governments in viola- 
tion of the covenants of these treaties, 
which affected the rights of our gov- 
ernment or its citizens in China. 

May Place Caveat. 

If a similar decision should be 
reached and a similar position taken 
by the other governments of the world, 
a caveat will be placed ‘upon such ac- 
tion which, we believe, will effective- 
ly bar the legality hereafter of any 
title or right sought to be obtained 
by pressure or treaty violation, and 
which, as has been shown by history 
in the past, will eventually lead to the 
restoration to China of rights and 
titles of which she may have been de- 
prived. 

In the past our government, as one 
of the leading powers on the Pacific 
ocean, has rested its policy upon an 
abiding faith in the future of the peo- 
ple of China and upon the ultimate 
success in dealing with them of the 
principles of fair play, patience, and 
mutual good-will. We appreciate the 
imnrensity of the task which lies be- 
fore her statesmen in the develop- 
ment of her country and its govern- 
ment, 

The delays in her progress, the in- 
stability of her attempts to secure a 
responsible government, were foreseen 
by Messrs. Hay and Hughes and their 
contemporaries and were the very ob- 
stacles which the policy of the open 
door was designed to meet. We con- 
cur with those statesmen, representing 
all the nations in the Washington con- 
ference who decided that China was 
entitled to the time necessary to ac- 
complish her development. 

We are prepared to make that our 
policy for the future.

‘Business’ Bared 


In Grand Jury Probe of Lotteries 


How Lady Luck lures sums, esti- 
mated as high as $50,000 a week, out 
of Atlantans with a thirst for a gam- 
ble was revealed to the Fulton grand 
jury Wednesday at a special session 
when a number of lotteries said to be 
Wari sg here were under investiga- 
ion. 

At the same time it was learned 
that most of the cheating -discovered 
was on the part of the players and 
their accomplices, the operators of the 
latteries apparently being content 
with the enormous profits they are 
said to have made even under honest 
operation. It was brought out in the 
probe that one “bookie” a few days 


the publication relied upon to reveal 
the lucky number made a “mistake.” 

Though no definite figures could 
be obtained, it was said that the 
grand jury was told that some of the 
operators of the lotteries had incomes 
running into the six figures last year 
—one of them, a former bootlegger 
who had “retired” from the whisky 
racket while the circuit court of ap- 
peals pondered his conviction and 
prison sentence, having made enough 
to keep him for life in,the 18 months 
his case was pending before the high- 
er courts. 

The players, the grand jury is un- 
derstood to have learned, are chiefly 
negroes, but they also include a large 
number of white persons, many of 
them holding responsible positions. 

Version of “Policy Wheel.” 

The system operated here by a 
number of “‘bankers,” said to number 
10 or more, is a modern version of 
the old policy wheel, except that there 
is no wheel and the lucky number is 
determined by the total sales on a 
certain market, or by adding the win- 
ning prices on certain horses in cer- 
tain races. The “‘slips’ sold to the

“Bookie” Loses $5,000. 


In connection with the “bookie’s” 
$5,000 loss, the well-founded story is 
that persons “in the know” went 
about the clients of the lottery offer- 
ing to reveal what was to be “the” 
number for a fee of $1, the informant 
guaranteeing that on the date he 
named the number would be as he 
forecast or the money would be re- 
funded. 

He is said to have obtained between 
0900 and 700 persons who laid from 1 
to 10 cents on the number and gave 
him $1 to furnish the number. He 
then sent out word for all of his 
“clients” to play “004” on Monday. 
When the number was published in 
the “official” publication it was 
"004" and immediately the “bookie” 
was swarmed with demands for pay- 
ment.

That the Japanese were making a 
strong effort to break the Kiangwan 
deadlock was apparent when they 
moved n their supply stations close 
behind the former positions of their 
forees in anticipation of the advance. 

Headquarters of Lieutenant General 
Kenkichi Uyeda, commander of Ja- 
pan’s troops here, was a beehive of 
activity. Apparently preparing for 
any eventualities, his soldiers during 
the night had thrown up a trench 
work about the headquarters and ma- 
chine guns bristled in all directions. 

None was allowed to enter the Japa- 
nese zone without the closest. inspec- 
tion by sentries stationed outside the 
trench. Officers said their tightly 
drawn defense was necessitated by the 
continued firing of Chinese snipers,

cate. 

All action was centered on the all- 
important sector northwest of Kiang- 
wan, where spasmodic outbursts of 
firing had occurred throughout the 
night.

CENSORSHIP INVOKED 
AT JAPANESE CAPITAL 


TOKYO, Feb. 24.—(4)—Censor- 
ship was invoked again today to 
cloak the movement of Japanese re- 
inforcements to the Shanghai front. 

Only meager accounts of military 
preparations appeared in a few news- 
papers, the government apparently 


taking the position that by controlling 


the news it might be possible to dis- 
guise the seriousness with which the 
Shanghai situation is viewed. 

Earlier in the month, when two 
army divisions were moved to Shang- 
hai after several thousand bluejackets 
had failed in their attempt to drive the 
Chinese out of Chapei, a similar cen- 
sorship was invoked. 

Official supervision of dispatches 
by foreign correspondents has taken 
some odd forms. For example, a su- 
pervisor deleted part of an interview 
given to the Associated Press by Lieu- 
tenant General Sadao Araki, minister 
of war, who is one of the strongest 
and most responsible members of the 
government. 

A few early editions of yesterday's 
evening papers printed brief reports 
of the cabinet decision to send more 
men to China. Those meager reports 
are about the only information most of 
the Japanese people have received. 
Although the cabinet decided to dou- 
ble the army force in Shanghai—rais- 
ihg it from 25,000 to 50,000—ano de- 
tails of troop movements and dispo- 
sitions have been published. 

Imminent changes in the scope of 
the military action at Shanghai have 
revived discussio. of candidates for 
commander in chief of the reinforced 
army. General Yoshinori Shirakawa, 
former minister of war, has frequent- 
ly been mentioned for the post. 

For the most part the Japanese 
people continue to support the gov- 
ernment’s military decisions and to 
approve the operations in Manchuria 
and at Shanghai, for there is a grow- 
ing realization of the risks involved 
in the campaign and it has produced 
a determination to see things through. 

Japanese patriotism is a strong 
force, but nevertheless the people are 
watching anxiously the _ reaction 
abroad, especially as it concerns a 
possible economic blockade by foreign 
powers.

treaty should be reyised, Stimson 
pointed out that the nine-power treaty 
was a declaration against “the mili- 
tary aggrandizement of any other 
power at the expense of China.” He 
continued : 

“One can not discuss the possibility 
of modifying or abrogating those pro- 
visions of the nine-power treaty with- 
out considering at the same time the 
other promises upon which they were 
really dependent, 

Stimson spoke plainly, if in diplo- 
matic language, in discussing the Chi- 
nese situation. 

“It is not necessary,” he said, “... 
to inquire in . the causes of the con- 
troversy or attempt to apportion the 
blame between the two nations which 
are unhappily involved; for regard- 
less of cause of responsibility, it is 
clear beyond peradventure that nv sit- 
uation has developed which cannot, 
under any circumstances, be recon- 
ciled with tl.. obligations of the cove- 
nants of these two treaties (the nine- 
power treaty and the Kellogg-Briand 
anti-war) and that if the treaties had 
been faithfully observed such a situa- 
tion could not have arisen.” 


Running all through the note was a 
tone of strong friendship for China, 
and determination by this government 
to help China to organize herself into 
a cohesive nation, stably governed. 

It has been obvious all along, Stim- 
son argued, that it would take many 
years for this nation of 400,000,000 
people to attain political stability. 
International recognition of this fact, 
he said, was a cause of the nine-power 
treaty. 

In reaffirming this government’s 
statement that no concessions wrung 
from China will be recognized, Stim- 


son indirectly appealed for foreign 
support in his effort to maintain 
China’s sovereignty. 
FISH DECLARES BOYCOTT 
FIRST STEP TO WARFARE 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—(4)— 
Reprtsentative Fish, r- ,ublican, New 
York, said in the house today that 
“if the United States had not sent 
a note to Japan every time a little 
town in Manchuria was seized, we 
could now use our good offices to- 
ward a settlement in the interests of 
peace,” 

Fish warned that a boycott against 
Japan would be “the first step toward 
war.”

Day’s Developments 
In Sino-Jap Conflict 


Powers Reach Tentative 
Agreement on Draft Con- 
vention.

GENEVA, Feb. 24.—(4) — The 
world disarmament conference entered 
upon the second and practical stage 
of its labors today with a display of 
cordial harmony which inspired some 
observers with hope and others with 
skepticism. 

Germany joined France, Great Brit- 
ain, the United States and other great 
powers in accepting the draft conven- 
tion of the preliminary disarmament 
commission as a “general framework” 
of the discussion to which the sepa- 
rate delegations may offer their own 
proposals in the form of “modifica- 
tions, additions or omissions,” 


Maxim Litvinoff, Russian foreign 
cemmissar, also spoke favorably for 
this scheme of procedure, but asked 
that the conference first pronounce 
upon a soviet project for general and 
total disarmament. The soviet proe 
posal will be presented by Litvinoff 
tomorrow morning. If rejected—as 
expected—the conference then will act 
upon the proposal of Sir John Simon, 
British foreign secretary, for making 
the draft convention the basis of the 
conference’s work. 

(The draft convention, the outline 
of a general disarmament treaty 
drawn up in 1930, has generally been 
regarded as providing largely for the 
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The Chinese warned foreign ship- 
ping away from the Japanese mili- 
tary base on the Whangpoo—a step 
that was taken as notification of 
their intention to stop with guns 
any attempt to land reinforcements. 

Wiveien consuls were asked by the 
Chinese to get their nationals out 
of all sections of Shanghai close to 
Hongkew which would become dan- 

er zones in the event of a Chinese 
rive. 

Finally blocked in their effort to 
smash the center of the Chinese line 
at Kiangwan, the Japanese shifted 
their attack to the Chapei front, 
where there was considerable ac- 
tion but no apparent change in po- 
sitions. 

Japanese military headquarters 
put their casualties in the last three 
days at 500 and General Tsai Ting- 
kai, Chinese commander, said he 
had lost 1,700 killed and wounded in 
the last four days. Since the out- 
break of the Shanghai hostilities 
January 28, the general declared 
the army has lost 2,200 killed an 
wournded and Chinese civilian cas- 
ualties have totaled 5,500, 


The Japanese authorities prepared 
a protest to the United States gov- 
ernment on the ground that Robert 
Short, American airman killed Tues- 
day a Soochow, had been serving 
with the Chinese army. The Chi- 
nese made Short a national hero. 


In Tokyo the government again 
invoked censorship to cloak the 
movement of Japan reinforcements 
to Shanghai. No details of the cabi- 
net decision to raise the Shanghai 
force from 25,000 to 50,000 were 
published in the newspapers. 


In Shanghai General Tsai Ting- 
kai declared 60,000 additional men 
were being sent from Japan. 


Dispatches from Manchuria, birth- 
place of the Sino-Japanese conflict, 
said Chinese troops, rebelling 
against the new Manchurian govern- 
ment, had occupied additional ter- 
ritory along the Chinese Eastern 
railway. 

The Reuters (British) News 
Agency reported from Harbin that 
Mah Chan-shan, Chinese general 
who assisted in the formation of the 
new Manchurian government under 
Japanese auspices, had been assassi- 
nated. 

Every available Japanese fighting 
man was rushed to the Kiangwan 
front as a heavy massing there of 
Chinese soldiers indicated the lat- 
ter would attempt to smash the 
Japanese lines before the enemies’ 
reinforcements arrived. ~~ 

Chinese reinforcements also were 
in prospect, General Pai Chung-hsi, 
one of the commanders of Kwangsi 
province, having offered to send two 
divisions to ghai, while Gen- 
eral Feng Yu-hsiang was expected 
to come from his station over Shan- 
tung and Chekiang.

“The general commission resolves 
to carry on its general discussions 
within the framework of the draft 
disarmament convention, full liberty 
being reserved to all delegations to 
elaborate their own proposals in su 
sequent debate and to move their 
amendments in the form o& modifica- 
tions, additions or omissions at the 
proper moment.” 

It was discussed this afternoon in 
the first public meeting of the gen- 
eral commission after the close of the 
conference's general discussion.

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Roosevelt’s Announcement 
On Dismissal of Farley 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 24.—(®)—~— 
The text of Governor’ Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s announcement of the dis- 
missal Wednesday of. Sheriff Farley, 
of New York county, follows in full: 

“This is a proceeding bfought by 
Samuel Seabury, Esq., for the remov- 
al of Thomas M. Farley, sheriff of the 
county of New Yor'r, after the filing 
of the charges and the answer of the 
sheriff thereto, I directed a public 
hearing to be held before me on Feb- 
ruary 16, 1932, in the executive cham- 
ber. The sheriff attended with his 
counsel and was there given an oppor- 
tunity to be heard in his defense. 

“The complainant brings his charges 
in a private capacity as a citizen, but 
on testimony evoked by him as the 
official counsel of a joint legislative 
investigating committee. 

“The fact should be recorded that in 
regard to the charges filed, the com- 
plainant, as « unsel, did not call any 
witnesses for the respondent, nor was 
respondent given opportunity to call 
witnesses for himself nor to be heard 
with his own counsel. Complainant 
now asks the governor to remove the 
sheriff on the evidence brought before 
the investigating committee by the 
complainant himself. It would be un- 
just to remove a public officer as a 
result solely of this testimony without 
giving him his own full day in court. 
Public clamor cannot make the execu- 
tive shut his eyes to these plain re- 
quirements of justice. 


Gambling Charges. 


“All of the alleged facts in con- 
nection with the charges of  profes- 
sional gambling and structural changes 
in the Farley clubhouse received pub- 
licity at the time of the faids .in 
1926. This was all more than three 
years prior to the election of the sher- 
iff; and the electorate at the time of 
voting subsequently for Thomas M.

Duty of Official. 

“While this rule may seem to be an 
enlargement of any previous ruling 
by a governor of this state, it 1s time, 
I believe, that the standard of the 
conduct of public officer be put on 
a plane of personal as well as official 
honesty, and that, therefore, there is 
a positive duty on the part of the 
public official to explain matters 
which arise on, an inquiry which in- 
volves the expenditure or the deposit- 
ing of large sums of money. 

“Passive acquiescence by unthink- 
ing people in the actions of those 
who shrewdly turn to personal advan- 
tage the opportunities offered by pub- 
lic office is out of step with modern 
ideals of government arid with polit- 
ical morality. Such personal gain is 
not to be excused because it is accom- 
panied by the respondent’s popularity 
of person and great public generosity. 
Public office should inspire private 
financial integrity. ; 

“The stewardship of public officers 
is a serious and sacred trust. They 
are. so close to the means four private 
gain that in a sense not at all true 
of private citizens their personal pos- 
sessions are invested with a public im- 
portance in the event that their stew- 
ardship is > 
deep obligations is to recognize this, 
not reluctantly or with resistance, but 
freely. It is in the true spirit of a 
public trust that give, whew ersonal- 
ly called upon, public proof of the na- 
ture, source and extent of their finan- 
cial affairs. 

Ideal of Service. 

“Tt is true that this is not always 
pleasant. Public service makes many 
exacting demands. It does not offer 
large material compensation ; often it 
takes more than it gives. But the 
truly worthy steward of the public is 
not affected by this. His ultimate 
satisfaction always must be a person- 
al sense of a service well done, and 
done in a_ spirit of unselfishness. 
Standards of public service must be 
measured in this way. The state must 
expect compliance with these stand- 
ards because if popular government is 
to continue to exist it must in such 
matters hold its stewards. to a stern 
and  uncomprimising rectitude. It 
must be a just but a jealous master. 

“Public office means serving the 
public and nobody. else. 

“Since the hearing before me, 1 
have carefully examined the evidence 
given by. Sheriff Farley, the argu- 
ment of his counsel, together with 
further analyses of Sheriff Farley's 
bank accounts submitted to me sub- 
sequent to the date of hearing.

Beaman for Plaintiffs. 


Henry A. Beaman, attorney for the 
plaintiffs, referred to the sacredness 
of the ballot, and said that the mat- 
ter under consideration 
question of politics.” Beaman point- 
ed out that the recall petitions do not 
say whether the signers will vote for 
or against recalling the mayor, but 
that the signers merely want the right 
to vote on the question. 

Laws have built up walls of secrecy 
around the vote, and it is against pub- 
lic policy to make public the names 
of voters, Beaman asserted. He 
charged that publication of voters’ 
names would have the effect of intimi- 
dation of the voters. Beaman quoted 
a decision with reference to the filing 
of deeds, saying that publication of 
the contents of deeds would be a 
p2rversion of public necessity. 

“The mere fact that the records 
have been deposited with an office 
does not’ make them public records,” 
Beaman said. “We contend that these 
petitions are not public records yet, 
and will not be until they have been 
checked and delivered to council. Bal- 
lots are not preserved, and these peti- 
tions could hardly be called perma- 
nent records.” 

Asks to Bar Withdrawals. 

Beaman asked the court to hold that 
if the petitions are public records, 
that names of the petitioners cannot 
be changed or withdrawn and that 
the clerk be restrained from allowing 
withdrawals of names. Beaman read 
an affidavit by Harper in which the 
plaintiff said that he has received 
many reports from persons who said 
that they feared loss of positions and 
would have to withdraw if their names 
were published. 

This point, Mayson replied, is not 
material to the ease and is hearsay 
evidence. The city attorney contended 
that the plaintiffs did not show legal 
grounds for an injunction. : 

If publication of the names would 
interfere with publie rights, the solici- 
tor-general is the proper party to file 
suit, Mayson said. The city attorney 
said that only purely perfonal and 
political rights are involved and not 
property rights, and that injunction 
may issue only when property rights 
are involved.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24-—(4)— 
Attacking the use of injunctions in la- 
bor disputes, Senator Blane, repub- 
lican, Wisconsin, told the senate to- 
day they have “a direct tendency to 
undermine the very foundation of cur 
government.”

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KICK. OFF RULE 
GOOD MEASURE 
FOR SAFE PLAY 


Will Prevent Forming of 
Wedge Before Ball Is 
Kicked. 


By H. J. Stegeman, 


Member Rules Committee. 

The change in the kick-off rule is 
an that it opens up to 
everyone before the beginning of the 
football season a store of possibilities. 
I am sure that there will be more 
ideas suggested for plays on the kick- 
off ten Lave been brought out in.a 
long time. 

Several people have already jumped 
at conclusions about what will happen 
with the new kick-off, I am, certain 
that none of the Judricous evefits pre- 
dicted. will come to pass. Coaches to- 
day are too conservative to risk any 
loss of ground on any play that is 
not relatively certain. 

The new rule provides first for the 
zoning of five defensive men, all of 
whom must stay within 15 yards of 
the line from which the ball is kick- 
ed. The ball may be put in play by 
a drop-kick, punt, place-kick or a 
“bootleg punt.” ‘This last named kick 
was a new development during the 
last season, a kick in which the hold- 
er of the ball held the ball in his 
hands some distance above the ground 
and another player kicked it from out 
f his hands. This kick was not a 

rop-kick or punt or place-kick, but 
was allowed last year because no one 
knew what it was. 

“BOOTLEG PUNTS.” 

According to the definition of a 
punt, the ball had to be kicked by the 
man who dropped it. This kick will 
this year be allowed and will be de- 
fined as a punt, so that n6 goal can 
be scored from it. 

The zoning of the five defensive 
players was enacted to break -up a 
method of returning the kick off by 
some teams in a manner that was 
thought to be full of danger as it 
was developed farther. Many teams 
would line up five men very closé@ to- 
gether on about the 25-yard line. The 
man who caught the ball would fall 
in behind them and this mass. would 
come charging up the field like a 
Greek phalanx. 

The impact from such a play was 
terrific to such an extent that near- 
ly all coaches today dread the kick- 
off, The men who are forced to stay 
in the restraining zone until the ball 
is kicked will be allowed to drop back 
and get into the interference, but it 
is thought that after they have drop- 
ped back with the offensive team they 
will lose enough of their momentum 
to prevent such severe collision. 

ABOUT THE WEDGE. 

This will still enable teams to use 
the wedge methods of returning the 
kick-off, but will prevent the wedge 
from forming before the ball is kicked 
as was being done last year. This 
should remove an element of danger. 

There has been a great deal of agi- 
tation on the part of coaches _ for 
many years to remove the kick-off al- 
together, but the play has always been 
cantinued because of the thrill there 
is in it for the public. There is no 
game in existence today that opens up 
with as thrilling a play as the kick- 
off.in faptball, even though coaches 
and players dread it and are always 
glad when it has -been-completed with- 
out untoward incident. 

The probability is that many teams 
will open the game with a punt in- 
stead of kick-off. More teams have 
good punters than place-kickers. This 
should really improve the play, be- 
cause the kicking from the ground has 
been very disappointing with all col- 
leges except a few who happen to 
have a man of unusual .ability in 
place-kicking. Most of the kicks from 
the present methods have been line 
drive along the ground. Punting will 
improve this condition.
